I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  for  the  year 


1921. 


On  the  instruction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  Reports  are 
to  be  of  a more  simple  character,  a full  report  to  be  required  every 
five  years.  The  Report  of  1920  gave  all  the  information  in  detail. 


Vital  Statistics, 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  434, 
232  Males  and  202  Females.  This  is  a decrease  on  the  previous 
vear  of  36.  The  above  number  includes  18  illegitimate  births. 
The  Birth  Rate  was  28*5,, which,  although  lower  than  that  of  1920, 
comoares  favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  which  was 
22W 


Mortality, 

The  number  of  Deaths  during  the  year  was  162,  89  Maies 
and  73  Females;  15  less  than  in  1920.  In  this  number  are  included 
the  deaths  of  persons  in  Institutions  outside  the  District  and  formerly 
resident  here.  The  Death  Rate  was  10*6,  as  against  12*1  in  1920. 
It  is  lower  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  was  12*1. 


There  were  43  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and 
of  this  number  21  were  over  75. 


The  Death  Rate  from  Phthisis  was 
from  other  Tubercular  Diseases  *19.

Infantile  Mortality. 

I am  glad  to  note  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  year.  There  were  36  in  1921,  a decrease  of  17 
on  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  was  82*7  per  1000  births, 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales  is  83  ; of  these  36  infants.  22  males 
and  14  females,  nine  died  in  the  first  month.

The  infantile  deaths  occurred  in  the  following  parishes 
Dinnington  22;  Wales  6;  Anston  4 ; and  Harthili  4. 


There  was  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  in  the  District 
during  1921.  The  highest  number  of  deaths  were  from  Pneumonia 
and  Bronchitis.

From  this  table  you  will  observe  that  Diphtheria  was  prev- 
alent during  the  year — 22  cases  being  reported  against  one  in  1920. 
By  far  the  largest  proportion  of  these  cases  occurred  in  children  of 
School  age,  16  of  those  affected  being  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen  years.  Sixteen  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Wales, 
mostly  in  the  Kiveton  Park  area  of  that  parish,  only  one  death 
accurred. 

There  were  32  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
and  five  d eaths  occurred. 

A number  of  these  latter  ones  were  detected  by  the  School 
Medical  Inspector  during  the  routine  of  School  Medical  examination, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  early  treatment  may  result  in  arresting 
the  disease. 

Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred. 

A case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  reported,  which  unfortunately 
ended  fatally. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified.  The 
patient  was  treated  at  home  and  vision  is  unimpaired. 

For  ages  and  localities  affected  see  Table. 


School  Closure.. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Infants  Department  of 
Kiveton  Park  Council  School  from  June  24th  to  July  8th  on 
account  of  Diphtheria,  the  Infants  Department  of  Anston  Council 
School  was  closed  from  November  28th  for  a fortnight  on  account 
of  Influenza.  The  Infants  Department  of  Harthill-with- Woodall 
Council  School  was  closed  from  December  2nd  to  December  23rd 
on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Influenza. 

Nursing  Arrangements. 

Professional  nursing  in  the  Home  is  provided  by  the  Local 
Nursing  Associations. 


No  provision  is  made  for  the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases 
in  the  Home.  In  the  event  of  any  setious  outbreak  the  Local 
Authority  would,  I have  no  doubt,  do  all  in  their  power  to  provide 
such  service. 
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Midwives. 


The  number  of  Midwives  practising  in  the  district  is  6. 
They  are  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  All 
births  are  notified  direct  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Midwives  are  placed  as  follows  : — 

Anston  2,  Dinnington  2.  Wales  1,  Woodsetts  1. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Chiid  Welfare  Centres  (Consultation  and 
Treatment)  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  Dinnington  and 
Kiveton  Park. 

A Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  also  provided  by  the  same 
authority  at  Dinnington. 

Venereal  Diseases  may  be  treated  at  the  Rotherham  Centre. 


Hospitals. 

Particulars  of  these,  are  given  in  Table  C.  The  accom- 
modation at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Swaliownest,  which  is  the  only 
one  supported  by  the  Local  Authority,  has,  up  to  the  present,  been 
ample. 


No  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  Illegitimate 
infants,  and  homeless  children  in  the  District. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Infectious  cases,  amply  provided  by  Motor  Ambulance 
from  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Non-Infectious  cases  are  conveyed 
by  Motor  Ambulances  supplied  by  the  Colliery  Companies  in  the 
District.  There  is  also-  a Motor  Ambulance  at  Dinnington,  which 
is  run  and  supported  by  the  public  of  that  village. 


Laboratory  Work. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  Wakefield.  These  were  taken  advantage  of  by  the 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Sanitary  Administration. 

For  this  see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  and  Table  C. 


Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  in  the  District  consists  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time)  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
No  Health  Visitors  or  Special  Nurses  are  provided  by  the  District 
Council,  this  being  done  by  the  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  Officers,  School  Medical  Inspectors  anti  Nurses 
are  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

Housing. 

The  information  required  under  this  heading  is  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 
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I might  say  here  that  I strongly  urge  the  Council  to  push  on 
the  Anston  site,  as  there  is  si  great  shortage  of  houses  in  this  Parish. 
There  are  42  houses  in  this  village  containing  two  families,  and  in 
two  houses  there  are  three  families  under  one  roof. 

At  Dinnington  the  number  of  houses  containing  two  families 
are  122,  and  four  houses  have  three  families  each. 

A total  of  162  additional  houses  are  required  to  meet  the 
needs  of  Anston  and  Dinnington,  even  when  the  82  houses  already 
sanctioned  are  complete  and  inhabited. 

158  Houses  were  sanctioned  on  the  Kiveton  Park  site,  148 
of  these  are  commenced. 

At  Harthill  the  erection  of  32  houses  has  been  sanctioned 
and  the  building  is  in  progress. 

Until  the  supply  of  houses  is  equal  to  the  demand  it  will  be 
impossible  for  the  Council  to  deal  with  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation  which  exist  in  the  District. 

Sanitary  Conditions. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  are  improving, 
especially  at  Dinnington,  where  the  Council  have  purchased  horses 
and  carts, f and  are  doing  the  scavenging  themselves.  I believe  this 
method  should  be  adopted  in  all  the  populous  parishes  such  as 
Wales  and  Anston. 

You  will  note  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  that  good 
work  has  been  done  by  substituting  Water  Closets  for  the  obsolete 
type. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

Food  Supply. 

The  shops  and  buildings  used  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
meat  and  other  goods  have  been  frequently  visited  and  inspected, 
and  the  food  exposed  for  sale  generally  found  to  be  of  very  good 
quality. 

Two  carcases  were  condemned  and  destroyed  on  account  of 
tuberculosis  during  the  year. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

My  remarks  on  the  necessity  for  improvements  for  the  dis- 
posal of  Drainage  and  Sewerage  in  last  year’s  Report  still  need 

emphasising. 

• 

A complete  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Harthill,  Firvaie  and 
Woodall  will  require  dealing  with  at  once. 

I quite  realize  the  great  cost  of  these  improvements  will 
involve,  but  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  of  more  importance  than 

an  increase  in  the  Rates. 

■ 

Anston— 

South  Anston  has  no  proper  Sewerage  System,  but  is  to  a 
large  extent  a conglomeration  of  drains. 

The  work  of  improvement  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
is  proceeding. 

Bmnington — 

The  work  of  Enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
is  about  to  be  commenced. 

Surface  Water  Sewers  have  been  provided  in  several  of 
the  private  streets  previous  to  placing  such  streets  in 
thorough  repair. 

Harthill  and  Woodall — 

Excepting  at  one  end  of  Harthill  the  Sewers  consist  of 
rubble  culverts,  leaky  field  pipes,  &c.,  and  a proper  scheme 
is  required.  The  treatment  of  the  sewage  on  land  is  also 
very  primitive. 

West  Thorpe— 

No  satisfactory  drainage  is  provided  and  the  foul  sewage 
enters  the  canal  untreated. 

Wales 

A Scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  is  before  the  Ministry  of  Health.  A Surface  Water 
Sewerage  System  is  required,  as  the  sewage  pumps  cannot 
cope  with  the  flow  to  the  outfall  works  in  wet  weather. 
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Waleswood — 

The  long  row  of  houses  near  the  Colliery  drain  into  a 
cesspool,  which  is  cleaned  out  periodically  by  the  Colliery 
Company.  A proper  scheme  is  needed  here.  Waleswood 
Hamlet  also  has  no  system  of  sewerage. 

Private  Street  Works. 

During  the  past  year  Leopold  Street  Part  I and  Part  II, 
Recreation  Row,  Dinnington  Terrace,  School  Street  and  New 
Street,  Dinnington,  have  been  made  up  under  the  Private  Street 
Works  Act,  1892. 


The  following  Streets  are  now  in  course  of  construction  : — 
Firvale  Street,  Harthill ; Meadow  Street  and  Silverd&les  Street, 
Dinnington. 


The  making  up  of  Victoria  Street  is  about  to  be  commenced 
and  several  other  streets  in  Dinnington  will  be  dealt  with  shortly. 


In  conclusion  I desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  kind  and  unfailing  courtesy,  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Goddard),  for  his  valuable  assistance 
during  the  year.

Housing. 

Progress  in  connection  with  the  Council’s  Housing  Schemes 
at  the  end  of  the  year  is  reported  as  follows  : — 

Aftstdl. — Nursery  Road  site  (6  acres)  has  been  purchased  ; 
sewers  have  been  laid  and  street  foundations  completed  ; 
plans  were  approved  for  the  erection  of  55  houses  and  tenders 
obtained,  but  the  scheme  has  been  stopped  at  any  rate  for 
the  present. 

Diimmgton.  —Sixty  of  the  82  houses  have  been  completed  and 
are  now  occupied,  while  the  remainder  are  rapidly  approaching 
completion.  Application  has  also  been  made  to  the  Ministry 
for  sanction  to  the  erection  of  4 additional  houses,  and  plans, 
&c.,  prepared  ; tenders  for  the  same  are  under  consideration. 

Harthill.  Scheme  for  the  erection  of  32  houses  sanctioned, 
the  whole  of  which  have  been  commenced  and  several  are 
nearing  completion.  Sewering  and  Street  making  works 
have  been  carried  out  as  far  as  is  advisable  until  building 
ooerations  are  completed. 
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Wales. — The  Wales  Bar  Site  has  been  abandoned. 


On  the  Kiveton  Park  Site  approval  was  received  for  the 
erection  of  158  houses,  all  of  which  have  been  commenced 
with  the  exception  of  10  ; eight  of  the  houses  are  nearly 
ready  for  occupation,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  whole  of 
the  houses  will  be  completed  by  July  1922 

Additional  houses  required. — More  houses  are  urgently  required 
to  satisfactorily  house  the  present  population  at  Anston  and 
Dinnington.

Conversion  into  the  Water  Carriage  System. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-three  pail  closets  and  privies  were 
converted  into  the  Water  Carriage  System,  under  Section  39  of  the 
Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  during  the  year.
